I, The problem 

MaiQT National Intelligence Estimates deal iflith the probable in- 
tentions of the Kremlin. It may be assumed that in deciding upon a 
course of action, the Kremlin is influenced by its estimate of the U.S» 
power available to counter that course of action and by its estimate 
of how U, S, policy makers are likely to use that power. An NIE on 
the intentions of the Kremlin cannot be written without ONE'S having 
an estimate of the Kremlin's estimate of U, S. c^abilities and in- 
tentions. To procure such an estimate is the problem, 

II, Discussion 


The estimate at issue consists of two parts: The first deals 
with U, S, military forces in being as of a given date (1 September 
1951) » The second deals with probable U. S, intentions with respect 
to world situation. Both parts of such an estimate may be made by people 
skilled in research techniques using unclassified sources of information, 

CIA, of course, possesses the personnel and informational resources to 
do the job, but since the Agency is fully extended on other high se- 
curity tasks which cannot be delegated to the outside, it would seem 
wise to have this one done outside the government. Informa l enquirie s
